Fourteen years of continuous warfare have left all 
but the urban parts of the Spanish Zone of Morocco in 
a state of extreme poverty, writes the Acting British 
Consul-General of Tangier. Since the autumn of 1926 
real progress out of chaos has been made. Trade has 
improved considerably, and many schemes for economic 
betterment have been set afoot. 

Swiss Trade in November. (Pzge £9.) 

As compared with October, a decline was recorded 
in Swiss trade during November last, imports and 
exports decreasing by 14-5 million frs. and 10-8 million 
frs. respectively to 234-6 million frs. and 178-5 million 
frs. The trade balance was therefore an adverse one 
to the extent of 56-1 million frs.

December production of pig-iron and steel ingots and 
castings showed heavy reductions from preceding 
. months, but total outputs for the year were good, that 
of steel, in fact, being the largest since the war.

ACID HYDROCYANIC, ETC. 

The Board of Trade give notice that representations 
have been made to them under Section 10 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1926, regarding Acid hydrocyanic and 
Synthalin (Deka methlene diguanidine hydrochloride). 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as follows: 

“The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by section one of the Safeguarding of Industries 

Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period as 

may be specified in the order, any article in respect of

DUNEDIN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
‘“* AUSTRALASIA.”’ 

The Department has received a copy of the Dunedim 
Chamber of Commerce Annual Report for the year 
ended 30th June, 1927. The Report, which was pre- 
sented at the annual meeting of the Chamber, held on 
llth August last, outlined the various activities of the 
Chamber during the year under review and included the 
following paragraph :— 

‘‘ Australasia.”’ The campaign against the use by 
press and public of the misleading term ‘‘ Australasia ’’ 
has been carried on with vigour throughout the year. 

The remit sent forward by the Chamber on the subject 
was heartily adopted at the Conference, when replies 
were read from Chambers of Commerce in England and 
America expressing sympathy with the resolution. The 
Executive of the Associated Chambers has followed up 
the remit by communicating with various public bodies 
in the Dominion and abroad, and during the sittings of 
the Medical Congress in Dunedin representations were 
made by the Council deprecating the use of the word in 
the title of the Congress.

CASH ON DELIVERY IN UGANDA. 

Figures recently published regarding the proportion 
of undelivered C.0.D. parcels in Uganda show 29 such 
out of a total of 1,026 addressed to non-natives and 80 
out of 1,490 sent to natives. 

The higher proportion in the case of the native 
population is striking and may result from some fairly 
obvious reasons. It is suggested, however, that a 
contributory cause is the native’s failure to understand 
the difference between the delivered cost of an article and 
the advertised cost when the latter does not include duty 
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and postage. He may consequently refuse to take 
delivery of a parcel which is to cost him more than he 
anticipated paying. 

This matter is no doubt more difficult to remedy in 
the case of general catalogues than in that of price 
lists issued to specific countries or of advertisements in 
local papers, etc., but it should not be insuperable.

BELGIAN IRON AND STEEL SALES COMPANY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels informs 
the Department that, according to ‘‘ L’Usine Belge,’’ a 
Belgian company, called the ‘‘ Soc.

SPANISH COTTON INDUSTRY REGULATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ of 2nd December, 1927, 
No. 336 (page 1329), contains a copy of an Order, 
No. 1616, which was issued to remedy the serious 
crisis in the cotton textile trade by replacing old 
machinery with up-to-date plant, but in such a way as 
to prevent over-production of cotton textiles. 

The Order provides that new machines may be im- 
ported from abroad, but preference is to be given to 
Spanish-made machines, on condition that the desired 
type is produced in that country, that the prices quoted 
are not more than a stipulated percentage higher than 
the prices of foreign machines, and that delivery within 
a reasonable time is possible. Second-hand machines 
made in other countries, however, may only be pur- 
chased provided they are already in Spain. 

The Order came into force on Ist January, 1928, and 
may be consulted on application to the Department of

ITALIAN PROVINCIAL ECONOMIC COUNCILS. 


As a result of a Law of 18th April, 1926, and Decree 
of 16th June, 1927, provision has been made for the 
formation of economic provincial councils. These 
councils, which supersede the Italian Chambers of Com- 
merce and Industry, are to be consultative bodies of the 
State and local administrations, as well as being organs 
for decentralisation and for the local execution of 
Government policy. 

Among the duties of these Councils, which are now 
beginning to operate, are all the functions of the 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry, including the 
issue of certificates of origin in connection with goods 
and identification cards for commercial travellers. 

Further, registration of the formation, alteration or 
winding up of companies, firms or individuals will now 
require to be undertaken with the Councils instead of 
with the Chambers.

FREE PORTS IN ITALY. 


An Italian Decree Law of 22nd December, 1927, 
published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of 28th 
December provides for the establishment of free ports 
in Italy. 

The following ports may be declared free ports, 
wholly or in part, as from Ist January, 1928:—Savona, 
Genoa, Leghorn, Naples, Brindisi, Bari, Ancona, 
Venice, Trieste, Fiume, Palermo, Messina, Catania and 
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Cagliari. The declaration and delimitation of the free 
ports will be fixed by Royal Decree on the proposal of 
the Ministers for Finance and Communications in 
agreement with the Ministers of Public Works and of 
National Economy, and will be valid for a period of 
30 years. 

At the ports referred to, as delimited by Decree, all 
operations connected with ‘the loading, discharging or 
transhipment of material and goods, their storage, 
buying and selling, manipulation and transformation, 
may be carried out free from Customs restrictions, except 
for certain limitations which may be necessary for 
the purpose of safeguarding fiscal interests. For 
statistical purposes, ships captains will be required to 
submit to the Customs a copy of the manifest of goods 
discharged and the sailing manifest specifying the 
quantity, nature and destination of the goods loaded. 

Under prescribed conditions and with the consent of 
the Ministers of Finance and National Economy, the 
competent maritime authorities may authorise the 
erection of industrial establishments within the limits 
of the free ports, and, under certain conditions, the 
provisions of this Decree may also be applied to ship- 
building yards situated within the limits of the free 
ports.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN 1927. 


A YEAR OF RECOVERY. 











CoMPARISON OF DECEMBER WITH NOVEMBER. 
Preliminary figures of the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom in December, 1927, and in the calendar year 
1927 were given in the “‘ Journal ’”’ for 12th January. 
The particulars for the last three months of the year

Imports were less in December than in November by 
£2,028,000, the Food, Drink, and Tobacco class showing 
a decrease of £4,166,000, Raw Materials an increase of 
£1,738,000, Manufactured Articles a decrease of 
£347,000, Animals, not for food, an increase of £35,000, 
and Parcel Post (non-dutiable) an increase of £712,000. 
Exports of imported produce showed little change, either 
in the total or in the details. 

There was a decrease of £11,776,000 in British exports 
in December, or 16-7 per cent. of the November total, 
made up of decreases of £715,000 in Food, Drink, and 
Tobacco, £787,000 in Raw Materials, and £11,386,000 
in Manufactured Articles, partly offset by increases of 
£142,000 in Animals, not for food, and £970,000 in 
Parcel Post. In exports of food the seasonal decrease 
in exports of herrings was this year nearly one-half 
of the November exports. Among raw materials 
there were decreases of 240,000 tons and £290,000 
in value of exported coal, and of £312,000 in 
exports of wool, waste, and rags. The reduction 
in exports of goods wholly or mainly manufac- 
tured was spread over every group, the chief decreases 
being in Cotton goods (£3,536,000), Machinery 
(£1,254,000), Vehicles (£1,215,000), Iron and Steel 
goods (£1,078,000), Miscellaneous goods (£635,000), 
Other Textiles, excluding cotton, wool, and _ silk, 
(£566,000), Non-Ferrous Metals (£546,000), Apparel 
(£500,000), Woollen and Worsted goods (£499,000), 
Pottery and Glass (£389,000), Leather (£250,000), and 
Chemicals (£246,000)). 

Comparing December with November, exports of cotton 
yarns were down by 2:9 million lbs., and piece-goods by 
101-5 million square yards; exports of piece-goods to 
India were less by 34:3 million square yards, those to 
Central and South America by 15-1 million square yards, 
and those to Egypt by 13-9 million square yards. 
Exports of iron and steel fell from 399,000 tons to 
352,000 tons, all kinds of manufactures, except pig iron 
and ferro-alloys, sharing in the decline. Machinery 
exports in December were 42,800 tons, 15,400 tons less 
than in November, while exports of motor cars and 
chassis fell from 3,604 to 2,868, and exports of ships and 
boats from 48,912 gross tons to 23,758 gross tons. While 
the reduction in cotton piece-goods exported was 27-7 
per cent., that in woollen and worsted tissues was only 
8-0 per cent. Linen piece-goods exported showed a 
decrease of about 10-0 per cent., and jute piece-goods a 
reduction of 27-4 per cent. 

The universality of the reductions in exports, which 
affect most of the articles and nearly all the markets 
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shown in the monthly trade accounts, suggests that some 
general causes were at work in December. Of these the 
holiday season and the impediments to both land and 
sea traffic arising from the bad weather during the latter 
part of the month are the most obvious. Further, the 
ordinary late autumn revival of trade appears to have 
been delayed till November in 1927, instead of the more 
usual expansion in October with some recession in Novem- 
ber and a moderate recovery in December. If we compare 
the exports of British produce and manufactures in the 
third and fourth quarters of the years 1923 to 1925 and 
1927 (omitting 1926 on account of its abnormal charac- 
ter), we get the following results :—

Compared with previous years the position of our 
export trade in the last quarter of 1927 was by no means 
unsatisfactory. Another element to be taken into 
consideration is that export orders in 1927 did not come 
in a regular flow, but with some irregularity though on 
the whole increasing in magnitude. Allowing for the 
necessary lapse of time between receipt of orders and 
shipment of the finished goods, November and December 
may to some extent indicate an earlier period when orders 
were first plentiful and then temporarily slacked off. 


CoMPARISON OF 1927 wiTH 1925. 


The year 1926 was abnormal, the ordinary course of 
trade being seriously disturbed by the seven months’ 
coal stoppage, the effects of which, indeed, were 
continued into the first quarter of 1927. Comparison 
of 1927 with 1925 has, therefore, been substituted for 
the usual comparison of the year just expired with the 
year immediately preceding. The continuation of 
imports of coal, iron, and steel on orders, given during 
the stoppage, which went on during the first three 
months of 1927 for coal and till an even later period for 
iron and steel, gives an exceptional character to the 
import trade of that year. Exports during the early 
months were also swollen by the completion of old orders 
which had accumulated during the second half of 1926, 
and after they were worked off there was some delay in 
securing new orders followed by a revival of trade which 
appears to have some character of permanence. Import 
and export values fell in 1927 compared with 1925, the 
average value per unit of retained imports being 14 per 
cent. and that of British exports 12:2 per cent. less 
in the first nine months of 1927 as against the first nine 
months of 1925. The figures for 1927 as now published 
are subject to revision, the possible magnitude of which 
may be estimated from the corrections of the monthly 
figures for 1926 which were made in the Annual State- 
ment of the Trade of the United Kingdom for that year.

Retained imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof have increased rapidly since 1923, when they 
aggregated 1,314,000 tons. In 1924 they nearly 
doubled, being 2,420,000 tons, and 764,000 tons out of 
the total increase were in crude iron and steel ; they were 
now for the first time since the war in excess (by 10:1 
per cent.) of the net imports of 1913 (2,198,000 tons). 
There was a further increase to 2,711,000 tons in 1925, 
and the coal stoppage in 1926 gave such an impetus to 
importation that the total of the quantities retained in 
that year reached nearly 3,724,000 tons. Users of iron 
and steel were compelled to make long forward contracts 
in 1926 as a condition of getting supplies, and the re- 
tained imports of 1927 rose stil] further to 4,393,000 tons. 
However, they diminished rapidly during the year, and 
whereas in the first quarter retained imports were at the 
rate of two and two-third times the 1913 quarterly aver- 
age, they were less than one and two-third times that 
average in the last quarter. About 58-2 per cent. of 
our retained imports in 1927 consisted of crude iron and 
steel, about 31-9 per cent. of semi-finished rolling-mill 
products, and only about 9-9 per cent. of finished iron 
and steel goods. Full particulars of the countries from 
which the goods were consigned in 1927 are not yet avail- 
able, but in 1926, out of total imports of 2,253,000 tons 
of crude iron and steel, 1,351,000 tons (60 per cent.) 
were consigned from Belgium and Luxemburg, 490,000 
tons (21:7 per cent.) from France, and 273,000 tons 
(12-1 per cent.) from Germany, while out of total imports 
of 1,109,000 tons of semi-finished rolling-mill products 
imported 704,000 tons (63-5 per cent.) came from Bel- 
gium and Luxemburg, 101,000 tons (9 per cent.) from 
France, and 203,000 tons (18-3 per cent.) from Germany ; 
the sources of supply of finished iron and steel goods 
were more widely distributed. 

British exports of iron and steel profited in the early 
part of 1927 from the execution of orders delayed from 
1926, but they increased during the year except for a 
slight set-back in the third quarter, and in the fourth 
quarter they were about 10 per cent. greater than in the 
fourth quarter of 1925. Altogether they aggregated 
4,200,000 tons, compared with 2,988,000 tons in 1926, 
with 3, 731 ,000 tons in 1925, with 3,851,000 tons in 
1924, and with 4,318,000 tons in 1923; in 1913 they were 
4 969 5000 tons. Crude iron and steel, with 347,000 tons 
exported, formed 8-3 per cent. of our exports in 1927; 
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semi-finished rolling-mill products amounted to 1,004,000 
tons, or 23-9 per cent., and finished goods to 2,849,000 
tons, or 67-8 per cent.; in 1925 exports of crude iron 
and steel were 581,000 tons, or 15°6 per cent. of the 
total exports, semi-finished rolling-mill products 
751,000 tons, or 20-1 per cent., and finished goods 
2,399,000 tons, or 64:3 per cent. Our exports, con- 
sequently, have been increasing in fineness. The share 
which goes to Empire countries has also been increasing, 
from 48-9 per cent. in 1924 to 52 per cent. in 1925, and 
to 54°6 per cent. in 1926; particulars for 1927 are not 
yet available. Comparative figures of exports of some 
leading classes of finished goods during the last four 
years and in 1913 are given below :—

MACHINERY AND OTHER MetaL PropvuctTs. 

Retained imports and exports of machinery, cutlery, 
hardware, tools, and vehicles are dealt with in this 
section. Exports of machinery, which had decreased 
from 517,200 tons in 1925 to 476,300 tons in 1926, 
recovered to 512,500 tons, and were well ahead of the 
exports (463,400 tons) of 1924, but retained imports 
of machinery increased from 55,600 tons in 1924 to 
66,200 tons in 1925, to.73,900 tons in 1926 and to 
95,400 tons in 1927. Notable increases in imports 
occurred in electrical machinery, machine tools, prime 
movers (not electrical), pumps, and textile machinery. 
Among our most active export groups were electrical 
machinery which has increased by over a quarter in 
tonnage since 1924, and internal combustion engines 
where there has been a similar increase ; exports of textile 
machinery and agricultural machinery showed in 1927 a 
substantial advance over 1924 but reductions from the 
exports of 1925. 

Retained imports of cutlery were valued at £368,000 
in 1924, but in 1925 they jumped to £1,151,000, partly 
in anticipation of the duty imposed in December of that 
year ; in 1926 they were £268,000 and in 1927 there was 
a slight increase to £362,000. Taking changes in value 
into account our exports of cutlery, which were valued 
at £1,067,000 in 1925 and at £1,074,000 in 1927, have 
probably increased in volume, and our exports of tools 
(£4,076,000 in 1925 and £3,584,000 in 1927) have 
probably not changed much. Exports of hardware were 
176,000 ewts. in 1924, 184,000 cwts. in 1925, and 161,000 
ewts. in 1927, and there has been an increase in retained 
imports from 91,000 cwts. in 1925 to 96,000 cwts. in 
1927. 

British exports of railway rolling-stock were valued at 
£6,939,000 in 1924, at £8,638,000 in 1925, at £9,087 ,000 
in 1926, and at £9,177,000 in 1927; considering the fail 
in the value of metals a sensible increase in volume of 
export is indicated. Exports of motor-cars and chassis 
were greater than in 1926 or 1925, but the rate of the 
first half-year was not maintained in the second. The 
great increase in our exports was from 15,659 in 1924 
to 29,050 in 1925, followed by smaller increases to 
32,388 in 1926 and to 35,696 in 1927. Retained imports 
of motor-cars and chassis rose, under the influence of 
anticipated duties, from 23,746 in 1924 to 47,667 in 
1925 and sank to 21,543 in 1926; in 1927 they recovered 
to 31,375. Exports of motor cycles, 52,805 machines, 
were larger in 1927 than in any of the preceding three 
years, and the same is true of the exports of pedal 
bicycles, 283,358 machines in 1927. New ships and 
boats were exported in 1927 to a tonnage of nearly 
175,000 gross tons which was greater than the tonnage 
exported in 1924 or 1926 but less than the tonnage 
(189,000 gross tons) exported in 1925.

The rere interest of the above table is that it 
enables some estimate to be formed of the prospects of 
British industry in the immediate future. Comparing 
the last quarter of 1927 with the last quarter of 1925, 
when industry was expanding rapidly, it will be seen 
that in the later period we had greater retained imports 
of phosphate of lime, iron ore, copper ore, tin ore, tin 
ingots, iron pyrites, hard and soft wood, ground nuts, 
palm kernels, crude coconut oil, wet and dry hides, 
wood pulp and leather, and reductions in the cases of 
pitprops, cottonseed, linseed, copra, crude palm oil, 
rubber, part-wrought copper, lead, and zinc. Supplies 
for the chemical industry, most of the metal trades, the 
building and furniture trades, the leather trades, and 
the paper industry thus appear to be satisfactory, while 
the reduction in pitprops reflects the condition of the 
mining industry, and the reduction in rubber is con- 
nected with the restriction scheme. Raw materials for 
the oil-seed crushing and refining industry do not 
appear, on the whole, to have been so abundant in the 
last quarter of 1927 as they were in the last quarter of 
1925.

About 61:4 per cent. of our gross imports of wheat 
came from North America in 1927, compared with 
69°5 per cent. in 1926 and 58 per cent. in 1925; imports 
from Australia were 16,306,000 ecwts. in 1925, 
9,186,000 cwts. in 1926, and 14.838.000 ewts. in 1927, 
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while imports from the Argentine at 19,452,000 cwts. 
were about 63 per cent. greater than in either 1925 or 
1926. Gross imports of flour were 10,957,000 cwts. in 
1927, of which nearly one-half came from Canada, over 
16 per cent. from Australia, and over 263 per cent. from 
the United States. Gross imports of chilled and frozen 
beef increased from 12,354,000 cwts. in 1925 te 
13,412,000 cwts. in 1927, the imports from the 
Argentine and Uruguay increasing from 81-2 per cent. 
to 90°6 per cent. of the whole; in 1926 their share was 
85:7 - cent. Gross imports of frozen mutton increased 
from 5,350,000 cwts. in 1925 to 5,523,000 ewts. in 1927, 
and of the total 60-9 per cent. came from Australia and 
New Zealand and 33°6 per cent. from the Argentine and 
Uruguay in 1927, compared with 56°6 per cent. and 36°6 
per cent. respectively in 1925. Gross imports of bacon 
and hams increased from 9,003,000 ewts. in 1925 to 
9,372,000 cwts. in 1927, imports from Denmark 
increasing by 1,343,000 cwts., while those from Canada 
decreased by 819,000 cwts. and those from the United 
States by 1,442,000 cwts., and the Irish Free State 
showed a small reduction; 54°2 per cent. of our gross 
imports came from Denmark in 1927. There was a 
very heavy decrease (about 58 per cent.) in the imports 
of butter from Australia on account of the drought, 
imports from New Zealand were only very slightly 
larger than in 1925, and those from Denmark grew by 
about one-fifth and were over a third of the total in 
1927. An increase in imports of cheese from New 
Zealand about balanced a decrease from Canada. In 
1926 there was a sharp rise in imports of refined sugar 
from Europe, but in 1927 there was an even more pro- 
nounced fall, the figures being 9,456,000 cwts. in 1925, 
12,250,000 cwts. in 1926, and 7,267,000 cwts. in 1927. 
There was some recovery in imports from other 
countries, but the aggregate gross imports in 1927 
(9,424,000 cwts.) were 67-4 per cent. of the imports in 
1926 and 61°8 per cent. of those in 1925. Imports of 
raw sugar, which had declined by over a fifth in 1926, 
recovered by about 10 per cent. in 1927, and the 
quantity of sugar refined in bond and entered for home 
consumption fell from 17,539,000 cwts. in 1925 to 
15,760,000 cwts. in 1926, and rose again to 17,601,000 
cewts. in 1927. Our re-export trade in tea recovered in 
1927, but did not quite reach the 1925 quantity, while 
the quantity entered for home consumption increased 
from 402 million lbs. in 1925 to 416 million lbs. in 1927.

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AUSTRIA. 


ACCELERATED ECONOMIC RECOVERY. 

The last twelve months have shown a distinct quicken- 
ing in the pace of Austria’s recovery, writes Mr. O. S. 
Phillpotts, O.B.E., British Commercial Secretary at 
Vienna, in his *Report on conditions in Austria. 
Hitherto the improvement has been chiefly noticeable in 
the State finances, and was accompanied by a consider- 
able measure of industrial stagnation following on the 
stabilisation of the currency in 1922. Since the summer 
of 1926 there have been symptoms of a change for the 
better, and these have become much more marked during 
recent months. 

The reports of the Austrian Znstitut fuer Kongunktur- 
forschwng (which was recently founded to study economic 
conditions on the lines developed in America) indicate 
that, apart from the crisis caused by the necessity of 
adapting herself to the changed post-war conditions, 
Austria has been passing through the depression of an 
ordinary trade cycle. Of late the usual signs (the rela- 
tions of the curves of share values, prices of goods and 
money rates) suggest that the country is now on the 
ascending curve. However this may be, and it is recog- 
nised that the normal methods may not be fully applic- 
able to the study of a country whose recent economic 
history has been so exceptional as that of Austria, there 
is no doubt that many of the branches of manufacture 
which have been most depressed are now increasing their 
production and their export, and even the obstinate 
trouble of unemployment has begun to show signs of 
improvement. 

At the same time there has been no falling off in the 
favourable symptoms of recent years, such as rise of 
taxation returns, growth of railway, motor and shipping 
traffic, advance in agricultural production, increased con- 
sumption of food and such luxuries as tobacco, accumu- 
lation of savings and steady growth of production in 
certain staple industries. 





STaTeE FINANCE. 


The end of the Control by the League of Nations has 
so far had little effect on the Austrian State finances 
except in a further increase of expenditure, which is 
counterbalanced by the growth of the receipts. The 
improvement since the League took the country in hand 
has been so great that every year the pessimists have 
said, ‘‘ Too good to last.’”’ And yet every year the 
revenue has continued to increase and substantial work- 
ing surpluses have been attained. This was the case 
again in 1926, and has also been so in 1927 so far as the 
figures are known. 

In 1926 and the first half of 1927 the ordinary expen- 
diture (administration, army, public debt, etc.) con- 
siderably exceeded the revenue from taxation, but this 
deficit and that from the working of the State under- 
takings and the railways was more than made up by the 
profits on the monopolies, tobacco, salt and gunpowder, 
of which tobacco is by far the most profitable. Both 
revenue and expenditure have risen ever since the cur- 
rency was stabilised in 1922, with the exception of a 
amall decline in the latter in 1925, the last complete year 
of the Commissioner-General’s Control. The growth of 
expenditure was probably inevitable at first; the pay of 
the officials was impossibly low, and the economies due 
to reduction of their number was more than swallowed 
up by the growth of pensions and salaries. It is, how- 
ever, now widely thought that this process has gone far 
enough. The steady expansion of the revenue through- 
out 1926 and 1927 is a very satisfactory sign of the

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economic progress of the country, as during the last three 
years there has been more reduction than increase in the 
rates of taxation, and, recently at least, any change in 
the method of collection has been made in the direction 
of less severity. 

Budget results in 1926 were, as usual, much more 
favourable than provided, as, although the expected ex- 
penditure was exceeded by 12 per cent., the total revenue 
realised was 23 per cent. higher than that anticipated. 
A surplus on working account was realised of £3,000,000, 
more than twice that budgeted for. The surplus in 1925 
was still higher, but in November, 1926, the Govern- 
ment had to pay £1,600,000 (554 million schillinge) 
under its guarantee to the depositors in the Centralbank 
der Deutschen Sparkassen. This is being repaid, but the 
loss, of course, ultimately falls on the public. 

The management of the State undertakings was less 
successful than in 1925, though there was still a great 
advance over previous years; on balance they cost the 
State £324,000 (11,200,000 sch.) in the year, whereas 
in 1925 they made a profit. The forests, mines, post, 
telegraph and telephone, and the Vienna Opera and 
other State theatres were all run at a loss, and only the 
mint, official gazette and State apothecaries showed a 
small profit. The running of the railways, too, cost the 
State £930,000 (32,100,000 sch.), or nearly twice as 
much as in the previous year. The above account of the 
State Finances refers only to the ordinary current trans- 
actions and does not include capital expenditure ; most, 
of this is paid for out of the League of Nations Loan. 
As the recovery of the Austrian finances was so much 
more rapid than was expected, the sum realised by this 
loan, which amounted to about £29,000,000, was not re- 
quired for meeting annual deficits except in the year 
1923, and most of the residue, after covering previous 
advances, became available for works of a reproductive 
character. 

Results in 1927 have so far again been extremely good, 
and show a great improvement not only on the Budget 
but also on the results of 1926. While the expenditure 
was practically the same as the estimate, the revenue 
realised in the first seven months was £2,260,000, or 15 
per cent., more than that budgeted for, though there 
has been a small reduction in the rates of one or two of 
the taxes. The result was a working surplus of 
£2,180,000, considerably larger than that of the corre- 
sponding months of 1926. The Budget for 1927 foresaw 
a small deficit on these months, while a surplus of 
£1,100,000 was estimated for the whole of the year. 
Capital expenditure was less than estimated. and when 
this is included the total result was a deficit of only 
£950,000, instead of the estimated £3,520,000. There 
was a rise in nearly all branches of the revenue beyond 
that allowed for in the Budget; on the other hand, the 
deficit on some of the State undertakings was less than 
expected. 

The Budget for 1928 was introduced in October. The 
main figures are: Ordinary expenditure, £32,900,000; 
revenue, £34,000,000; working surplus, £1,100,000; 
capital expenditure, £5,500,000; total deficit, 
£4,400,000. The estimates for nearly all items of 
income and expenditure are higher than those in the 
Budget for 1927, and also than the results in 1926. As 
compared with the 1927 Budget, and taking the gross 
figures, an increase of revenue of £2,300,000, or 5°1 per 
cent., an increase of current expenditure of £2°5 million 
or 5°9 per cent., and an increase of capital expenditure of 
£330,000 are allowed for. Of the £5,506,000 provided 
for capital expenditure £2,000,000 (68°9 million sch.) 
is earmarked for telephone cables, £1,260,000 (43°4 mil- 
lion sch.) for railway electrification, and £320,000 (11 
million sch.) as a first instalment for modernising the 
main roads. 

The public debt of the Republic, i.e., the post-war 
debt, at the end of 1927 is given at £73,750,000 
(2,544,400,000 sch.). This is larger than the amount at 
the beginning of the year, despite the progress made in 
the amortisation of the League of Nations loan, because 
£5,810,000 (200,600,000 sch.) has been added for accu- 
mulated interest on the relief credits at the desire of the 
Governments which gave these just after the war. For 
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the service of this post-war debt £4,070,000 (140,500,000 
sch.) is provided in the Budget for 1928. The exact 
amount of the present Austria’s share in the pre-war and 
war debt of the former Austro-Hungarian Monarchy is 
not yet definitely fixed; at the end of 1925 it was esti- 
mated at about £4,077,000 only. For the interest on 
this £327,000 (11,300,000 sch.) is allowed. An amount 
of £1,450,000 (50,000,000 sch.) is provided in the 
Budget for the reduction of the debt of the State to the 
National Bank. 

In October permission to raise a loan of £21,010,000 
(725,000,000 sch.) was granted at a sitting in London of 
the Control Committee representing the Guaranteeing 
States of the League of Nations Loan. The assent of 
the States which gave the relief loans and of the Repara- 
tion Commission is also required, but it is hoped that this 
will be obtained shortly. The loan will be issued in in- 
stalments, and the proceeds are to cover reproductive 
capital expenditure on railways, agriculture, telephone 
cables and other purposes during the next five years. 
The realisation of the Government’s capital expenditure 
programme for 1928 and future years is dependent on 
the State obtaining another loan abroad, as at the end 
of 1927 it is stated only about £811,000 (28,000,000 
sch.) of the League of Nations Loan will remain. Like 
Germany and other countries in Central Europe, Austria 
requires long term foreign capital. 


TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The returns for 1926 were rather unfavourable, but 
there has been a notable improvement in 1927. The 
publication of the statistics for 1926 caused an outburst 
of pessimism in Austria, where rather hazy ideas as to 
the balance of trade are prevalent. Each year has had 
its special features which have influenced the foreign 
trade, and general conclusions as to the economic trend 
of Austria cannot therefore be drawn from statistics of 
imports and exports in a particular year. Thus 1922 
was the last year of the Austrian inflatio1, which stimu- 
lated exports at the expense of capital. In 1923 Aus- 
trian trade was favoured by the stoppage on the Ruhr, 
and that year was also conspicuous in Austria for the 
Stock Exchange boom. In 1924 the corresponding 
slump began. At the beginning of 1925 a new and 
higher Austrian Customs tariff came into force which 
lessened the imports in that year, just as the anticipa- 
tion of it had stimulated them in 1924. 

In value exports were less in 1926 than in either of 
the two preceding years; this was largely due to the crisis 
in Poland, usually one of Austria’s most important cus- 
tomers. In 1926 Poland took less than one-half of the 
Austrian goods it usually buys, and there was a falling 
off of not far short of three million pounds in this one 
market. The exports to Germany also declined by about 
the same amount, in this case largely owing to an increase 
in the German Customs tariff. The fall in French (and 
also to some degree in the Italian) currency in the earlier 
part of the year likewise injuriously affected the Austrian 
export trade in many markets. Paris and Vienna com- 
pete in a number of articles, such as clothing, perfumery 
and fancy goods, and many buyers from Central Europe 
and the Balkans who generally visit Vienna were in- 
duced to go to Paris in the spring and summer of 1926 
owing to the low prices reigning there. Switzerland, the 
United States and Japan, however, took more Austrian 
goods. 

The decline in the exports as compared with the pre- 
vious two years was most marked in the goods which go 
largely to Poland, such as made-up clothing, shoes and 
furniture, but was also noticeable in all textiles. 
Measured by values, rubber goods, leather, iron and 
metal goods, motor cars and luxury goods generally also 
did poorly. On the other hand, the export of paper and 
paper goods showed a substantial increase as usual, and 
magnesite, machinery and chemicals maintained the 
average of recent years. 

The value of imports was likewise less chiefly 
owing to lower prices. It is noteworthy that the 
quantity of the imports of living animals and foodstuffs 
showed an increase, despite the fact that the 
greater part of the excellent harvest of 1925 was avail- 
able; the standard of living in Austria continues to rise. 
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The quantity of the import of raw material and semi- 
manufactured goods also increased, and in view of the 
large decline in the export of finished goods this looks 
a3 if the Austrians had kept more of their manufactures 
for their own use. The value of the import of ready- 
made goods fell off as compared with the two previous 
years; here the higher duties no doubt played a réle as 
well as lower prices. There was a marked decline in the 
values of nearly all imported textile goods. 

The depression of the Austrian export trade appears 
to have been at its worst in the summer of 1926; an im- 
provement began later in that year which has become 
much more marked in 1927. The stabilisation of the 
currencies of France and Italy has no doubt a good deal 
to do with this, but the industrial activity in Germany, 
better facilities for exports to Poland and conditions in 
Poland also have had their effects; Austria, too, is 
sharing to a modest degree in a general trade revival in 


Central Europe. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


Some details of British-Austrian trade in 1926 are 
given in Appendices VII and VIII to Mr. Phillpott’s 
Report. The chief British exports to Austria are tex- 
tiles and textile machinery, leather, tinplates, rubber 
goods, motor cycles and a number of raw materials. 
Great Britain also sends a great variety of high-class 
finished goods. 

In the early part of 1926 British trade, here as else- 
where, suffered from the dumping competition of France 
and Italy owing to the depreciating currencies of these 
countries, and in the latter part of the year in certain 
goods, such as pig iron, from the effects of the coal 
stoppage. Further, the prices of textiles were lower. 

In raw cotton yarns and cotton piece-goods Great 
Britain did better than in the two preceding years, at 
least in respect of quantities; cotton hosiery is a new 
British export to Austria, and has risen from two tons 
in 1924 to 42 tons in 1926. In woollen and worsted 
yarn Great Britain also improved her trade, the total 
amounting to 498 tons, as compared with 335 in 1925 
and 375 in 1924. Woollen piece-goods again declined, 
as they did also in 1925, though British woollen knitted 
goods, stockings, jumpers, etc., continue to increase in 
favour in Austria. In leather main British sales to 
Austria are in that made from goats, kids, sheep and 
bucks, and in this the United Kingdom seems to be main- 
taining her position fairly well, in spite of the increased 
production of upper leather in Austria. Of tinplates 
Great Britain supplies a large part of the finer qualities ; 
the duty, however, is to be much increased on these in 
order to enable the production to be started in Austria. 
British motor cycles to the number of 1,682 were im- 
ported in 1926 (again more than those from all other 
countries together), as compared with 1,090 in 1925 and 
855 in 1924. In raw materials (which are largely re- 
exported from the United Kingdom) there were notable 
increases in the quantities of asbestos, wool and rubber. 

The United Kingdom appears to have obtained its 
share of the increased Austrian import trade of 1927. 
The British returns for cotton yarns (nearly all grey, un- 
bleached), January to July, show that the value ex- 
ported to Austria was £133,985, as compared with 
£65,618 in the corresponding period of 1926, £105,623 
in 1925 and £227,376 in 1924. 

Austria manufactures almost everything, and, con- 
taining as it does the centre of the great former 
Monarchy, it is particularly efficient in those goods which 
are required by Government and public undertakings— 
indeed, these form a great part of its exports. Never- 
theless, like most highly industrialised countries, it is 
also a large importer, and by no means only of foodstuffs 
and raw materials. A priori it might be supposed that 
highly industrial countries such as Austria would require 
fewer finished goods from abroad in proportion than 
States that are still mainly in the agricultural stage of 
development. The opposite is, however, the case, at 
least in Europe, because the higher level of education 
and civilisation of a commercial and industrial people 
brings with it a demand for a greater variety of qualities 
in wares that can be produced in any one country. The 
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saying that civilisation may be measured in terms of soap 
consumption may be applied also to other commodities. 
fence we find that Austria imports more British manu- 
factured goods than the neighbouring Succession States, 
although their population is considerably larger. 

The Austrian market, too, has great possibilities of 
expansion for Western countries, not only because of the 
process of economic recovery through which this country 
is going, but also because its foreign trade is slowly de- 
veloping along new lines. Before the war the high 
Customs barriers round the former Monarchy compelled 
the inhabitants of the present Austria to buy most of 
what they did not make themselves in other parts of 
Austria-Hungary. Now they have the whole world to 
choose from on equal terms; and they are well aware that 
in many branches ‘‘ British is best.’? But British manu- 
facturers and merchants must do their part in facilitat- 
ing the change by developing their selling organisations, 
as is being done by the business men of certain other 
countries. 

The trade in British goods through Vienna is probably 
greater than the sales for consumption in Austria itself. 
Agents of foreign firms in Vienna are usually given some 
or all of the other neighbouring Succession States and 
the Balkan countries as their sphere of operation besides 
Austria itself—sometimes, also, Poland or even Germany 
—and they work these other countries either by travel- 
ling or by appointing sub-agents. The Viennese export- 
ing houses, too, do a great deal of trade with south- 
eastern Europe in British, German, French, Swiss, Czech 
and other goods. In either case the foreign manufac- 
turer or merchant is saved the trouble and risk of dealing 
in a number of currencies, and with peoples whose busi- 
ness, customs and commercial morality are much more 
different than the Austrian from that of more Western 
countries. What has been said above about the change 
taking place in the Austrian import trade applies also 
to the markets of the other Succession States, particu- 
larly Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Jugo-Slavia, and this 
fact increases also the importance of Vienna as an inter- 
mediary. 

Probably British traders could profitably take greater 
advantage of the Vienna biennial ‘‘ Messe.’’ This has 
become a really international institution. At the Fair 
held this autumn (September, 1927) 17 per cent. of the 
exhibitors and 25 per cent. of the visitors were foreign. 
It is significant that Germany was represented by over 
200 exhibits in nearly all branches, although the Vienna 
Fair comes immediately after that of Leipzig. So-called 
national shows in the Fair are increasing in number. 
Besides the usual Russian pavilion, there were also 
special Polish, Belgian, Italian and Japanese exhibi- 
tions. The last three will, it is said, be repeated on a 
larger scale at the Spring Fair of 1928.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN FRANCE, 
GERMANY, BELGIUM, AND ITALY. 


COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS. 


The index numbers of wholesale prices in November, 
with thé exception of that for France, show no important 
change from October. The French index number after 
having dropped each month since March advanced 1-2 
per cent. in November from the October figure. The 
indices for Belgium and Italy declined 0-1 and 0-6 per 
cent. respectively, while that for Germany advanced 
0-2 per cent. The tables which follow show the move. 
ments of the index numbers of wholesale prices during 
recent months. Owing to the employment of different 
base periods, the index numbers are not strictly com- 
parable in magnitude as between one country and 
another, but some comparison can be made regarding 
the relative movement in prices. 








The foliowing summary statement shows the compari- 
son of the price movements in the countries named with 
those in this country, expressed as percentages of the 
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average prices in 1925, all prices being reduced to gold 
equivalents at the average rate of exchange quoted in 
the period or at the date to which the price-index refers. 
The table shows the variations in November and 
December, 1926, and in September, October and 
November, 1927, the figures for December, 1925, being 
added. In the cases of France and Italy, the index 
numbers are made up to represent the position at the 
end of each month : —

The fall in the French index number of wholesale 
prices which has prevailed since March was checked in 
November. The index for that month at 607 was 
seven points higher than that for October. Food- 
stuffs advanced 2:5 per cent. in November as compared 
with the month previous, whilst industrial materials 
increased only slightly (0:4 per cent.). 


The rise in the price of foodstuffs was general in 
November. Animal foodstuffs and ‘ sugar, coffee, cocoa ” 
show appreciable advances of 41 and 3-0 per cent. 
respectively from the month previous. Vegetable food- 
stuffs were dearer by 0-7 per cent. Of the industrial 
materials only the textiles group shows a fall (2°1 per 
cent.) from the October level. The November indices 
for minerals and metals and miscellaneous industrial 
materials are respectively 0-8 and 2-1 per cent. higher 
than in October. Miscellaneous industrial materials 
have throughout the year shown an irregular movement. 
The November index, however, is the highest recorded in 
1927 although well below the corresponding figure for 
the previous year and the average for 1926. 


It may be mentioned that the fall in the general index 
since March has been accompanied by a somewhat sharper 
fall in the index prepared by the French department for 
price movements of National Products. In November, 
however, this index advanced 11 points from the October 
figure of 564 (or by about 2 per cent.). The index for 
Imported Products was 664 in November as compared 
with 663 in the previous month.

In the main groups the indices for provisions and 
industrial finished goods show advances of 0°3 and 1:1 
respectively. Agrarian produce declined slightly by 
0-3 per cent. in November, while industrial materials 
remain unchanged. 

Within the agrarian produce group the index for 
vegetable foodstuffs fell 1-5 per cent. (due in the main 
to a drop in wheat and potato prices) and that for cattle 
53 per cent. As against this, animal products and 
fodder advanced 5°6 and 0-1 per cent. respectively from 
October levels. The principal movement amongst the 
raw materials was a sharp advance of hides and leather 
and of rubber, the indices respectively being 5:5 and 
11:3 per cent. over October levels. Similar movements 
in the case of these two groups occur in the Belgian index. 
Slightly higher levels than in October are recorded for 
iron (0-1 per cent.), metals (0-8 per cent.), chemicals 
(0:2 per cent.) and paper (0:5 per cent.). The two most 
noticeable decreases in November are in respect of textiles 
(1-2 per cent.) and artificial fertilisers (2:7 per cent.). 
Other decreases were industrial oils and fats (0:5 per 
cent.) and building materials (0:7 per cent.), a falling 
off in building activity contributing to the latter. 

In the group for finished industrial goods further 
advances over the level of the previous month occur in the 
case of both producers’ goods (0°8 per cent.) and con- 


sumers’ goods (1-4 per cent.).

The Belgian wholesale prices index for November 1s 
practically unchanged from the previous month, being 
one point lower—838 compared with 839 in October. 

Amongst individual groups three appreciable advances 
are recorded, the indices for foodstuffs, skins and leather, 
and rubber being respectively 2-1, 3-8 and 12-1 per cent. 
higher in November as compared with the month 
previous. Chemical fertilisers show an advance of 0-2 
per cent. The principal decreases in November occur 
in the groups for resinous products, fuel, coal tar 
products and petroleum, the respective indices for which 
are 5:1, 2:7, 3-9 and 4°0 per cent. lower. Fats, building 
materials and metallurgical products were respectively 
1-6, 0-9 and 0-7 per cent. cheaper in November as com- 
pared with the previous month. Pottery, chemicals and 
textiles record only a slight downward movement, whilst 
glass, tobacco and paper are unchanged. 

It may be noted that the November index for 
metallurgical products is the lowest in 1927. The 
decline in this group has, however, been gradual 
throughout the year, the index for November being just 
over 10 per cent. lower than that for January. Building 
materials also have shown no marked movement during 
the year, but were at their lowest in November, the 
highest level being 673—reached in February and 
August. A movement opposite to that of the general 
index is noted in the case of the skins and leather group. 
Since the beginning of the year the index for skins and 
leather has advanced nearly 25 per cent. 

Itaty.—The detailed index numbers given in the 
table below, relating to end-of-month prices, are those 
of a new series compiled by Professor Bachi on the basis 
of arithmetic averages. They are also calculated on the 
basis of geometric averages, and for purposes of com- 
parison the general index compiled on that basis has 


also been inserted.

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The Italian index after a small rise from 536-3 in 
September to 539°5 in October fell in November rather 
below the September level. It may be noted that since 
July, when the index stood at 535-2, no marked move- 
ments in the Italian index have been recorded. The 
indices for August, September, October and November 
were respectively 0-04, 0:20, 0°80 and 0-20 per cent. 
above the July index. 

Of the eight groups shown in the index three record 
advances in November from October levels. Miscel- 
laneous vegetable products advanced 3-0 per cent., 
miscellaneous industrial products 1l*1 per cent. and 
animal foodstuffs 0°6 per cent. The group for vegetable 
foodstuffs shows the largest relative decline with a fall 
of 2-8 per cent. from the October figure. Minerals and 
metals maintain their downward tendency with a drop 
of 1-5 per cent. ; compared with a year ago minerals and 
metals are about 40 per cent. cheaper. Chemicals, 
textiles and building materials show a slightly lower 
tendency with falls of 0-6, 0°4 and 0-6 per cent. during 
November. 


The indices for minerals and metals, chemicals and 
building materials are the lowest so far recorded in 1927. 
In the case of textiles the index has been lower only once 
during the year—-in June—when it stood at 530-0. 





Notes on Trade. 


INDUSTRIAL DESIGNS COMPETITION. 


Particulars of the Fifth Annual Competition of Indus- 
trial Designs to be held at the Imperial Institute, South 
Kensington, London, 8.W.7, in June, have now been 
issued, and can be obtained from the Secretary of the 
Royal Society of Arts, John Street, Adelphi, London, 
W.C. 2. Intending competitors must apply to the 
Secretary of the Society between Ist and 12th May for 
the necessary entry forms. In all scholarships and prizes 
amounting to nearly £1,600 are offered in connection 
with the 1928 Competition. 


The Empire Marketing Board are offering in connec- 
tion with this Competition three prizes for a design in 
four colours for a Shop Window Bill, with the lettering 
‘* Buy Empire Produce from Home and Overseas.’’ The 
Royal Society of Arts offers a prize of £50 for designs 
for an Entrance Hall to a Cinema, and a prize of £25 for 
a design for a Silver Cup for the Swiney Prize for the 
best published work on Jurisprudence. Four scholar- 
ships will also be awarded—the James Hyde Scholarship 
of £100 for Architectural Decoration or Textiles ; one of 
£75 for designs for printed and woven dress goods and 
printed furnishings offered by the Tootal Broadhurst Lee 
Company ; the Lewis Berger Scholarship of £60, open to 
apprentices, students or craftsmen in the Craft of Paint- 
ing and Decorating; and the Art Congress Studentship 
of £50 for practising craftsmen or designers, founded by 
the late Sir William Cuthbert Quilter. Other prizes, 
ranging from £5 to £52 10s., are also offered. 








BRITISH STANDARD PAINTING MATERIALS, 


In continuance of their programme of work in the 
paint and varnish section, the British Engineering 
Standards Association have just issued British standard 
specifications for black oil pastes for paints, brunswick 
or chrome greens (pure and reduced) for paints, gold 
size for paints, natural siennas for paints, natural umber 
for paints, ultramarine blue for paints, and red lead 
(non-setting) for paints (Nos. 197, 303, 311, 312, 313, 
314 and 315 of 1927).

MACHINERY AND TOOLS REQUIRED FOR 
NEW ZEALAND.

grapes, boxes, 839; litchies, boxes, 314; apricots, boxes, 
167 ; and granadillas, boxes, 108. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops during the 
week ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 16th January. During the week 
ended 15th January rainfall was mostly light or local. 

Crops.—Bengal, llth January. The weather has been 


dry. The condition of standing crops is fair, except in 


parts of the west and north, where the condition is poor. 
Bihar and Orissa, 9th January. There has been no 
rain. Standing and rabi crops are doing well. Central 
Provinces, 9th January. The condition of standing crops 
generally is good. Madras, 7th January. Rainfall has 
been moderate in parts. The standing of the crops is 
fair, except in parts of the central and southern districts. 





MALAYAN IMPORTS OF OILS, FATS 
AND RESINS. 

Imports of oils, fats and resins (manufactured) into 
Malaya during the first three quarters of 1927 totalled 
£10,802,252 as compared with £9,465,879 in the 
corresponding period of 1926, reports the Malay States 
Information Agency in London. 





DEALERS’ STOCKS OF RUBBER IN 
SINGAPORE AND PENANG. 

An official cablegram from Singapore to the Malay 
States Information Agency in London states that dealers’ 
stocks of rubber on 3lst December, 1927, were, in 
Singapore, 21,761 tons, and in Penang 4,037 tons. 





SPANISH DEFINITION OF CASTILE SOAP. 


In connection with the notice on the above subject 
in our issue of 14th July, 1927 (see page 40), it may 
be noted that a further Royal Order, published in the 
‘“Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 14th December, provides : — 
(1) That the description Castile Soap (Jabon Castilla) 
may be applied only to the product of saponification of 
good quality olive oil with the necessary caustic soda, 
which has the following characteristics: —No fats other 
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than good quality olive oil may be used in its manufac- 
ture; it must not contain more than 2 per cent. of 
chlorides expressed in sodium chloride; the maximum 
water content is 25 per cent., and the maximum free 
alkali content may be not more than 0°3 grammes per 
cent. ; when decomposed by mineral acids the fats ex- 
tracted must show an iodine index figure (Hiib] method) 
between 69 and 82; the oleo-refractometric degree of 
these acids must be between 41 and 43 at 40°; the soap 
must be white, smooth to the touch, of a pleasant odour 
and slightly alkaline in taste, and must be soluble in 
water or alcohol without leaving any residue. 

(2) That the term ‘‘ Jabén Castilla,’’ in addition to 
referring to a special class of soap known as being purely 
of Spanish manufacture, implies that the product pro- 
ceeds from that country, and it may not be adopted by 
any manufacturer as a private mark, nor may it be used 
by non-Spanish producers, under the legal provisions 
relating to industrial and commercial property.

POZZOLANAS. 


A substance is said to be pozzolanic when, while not 
necessarily cementitious by itself, it possesses constituents 
which will combine with hydrated lime at ordinary tem- 
peratures to form stable insoluble compounds of cemen- 
titious value. This action is of considerable importance 
in relation to the behaviour of mortars, cements and 
concretes in practice. 

Pozzolanas are seldom used in this country, and their 
value for many classes of work is little appreciated. A 
*Bulletin just issued by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research describes the origin and properties 
of the principal natural and artificial pozzolanic 
materials, and has been compiled with the express 
object of providing information for the use of architects, 
technica] workers and the trade.

CANADA. 





RECENT CONDITIONS IN ALBERTA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Vancouver, in the course of 
a report on his recent visit to Alberta, states that he was 
impressed by the confidence and optimism displayed on 
every hand and by the evidences of real prosperity. Ina 
province double the size of the British Isles, with some 
twelve million acres under cultivation and devoted pre- 
eminently to the production of wheat, it would be 
phenomenal to hear of no instances of failure in a crop year, 
but those of the past year were so few as to have no material 
bearing on conditions as a whole. 

The key to this situation is the exceptional yield per acre 
which has rewarded the wheat grower. In grade there is 
room for improvement, but on much land not hitherto re- 
garded as best suited to the raising of wheat a yield of 30 
bushels to the acre was secured last summer, and it is held 
that there has been no better season since 1915. The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa estimated the wheat 
crop of the province at the record figure of 178,519,000 
bushels, giving an average yield per acre of 28-6 bushels. In 
1915 an average of 31-12 bushels per acre was received, but 
cultivation was not much in excess of 2,000,000 acres as com- 
pared with 6,250,000 acres in 1927. As the wheat crop of 
the entire Dominion is estimated at 444 million bushels, it 
will be seen that Alberta contributed about 40 per cent. of 
the total output. At a conservative estimate realisation of 
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the province’s wheat crop should mean something like 159 
million dollars of new money to be distributed among 4 
population of some 600,000, 


DAIRYING AND LIVESTOCK. 


When prospects for cereal crops are encouraging the 
farmer reduces his dairy stock and concentrates on the pro. 
duction of wheat, and, there having been difficulty in ob. 
taining feed during last winter, it is not surprising to find 
butter production showing a decrease of some 20 per cent, 
Karnings for the year were maintained however, owing to 
better prices for the product. The production of about 
900,000 Ibs. of cheese also showed a considerable decrease 
from 1926. 

The raising of livestock is in better condition than for 
some time past owing to the improved prices obtainable for 
animals. The prospects of developing business in the export 
of steers on the hoof to Japan have recently been closely 
studied by Japanese interests and are considered encourag. 
ing, while a new market for horses has been found in Russia, 
to which some 3,000 head have been shipped at fairly good 
prices. Hog shipments show a large increase, and farmers 
in Alberta who have recently paid greater attention to hog 
raising have added considerably to their returns. 


LAND SALES: CoAL MINING. 


Evidence of the flourishing condition of agriculture in 
Alberta is afforded by land sales which took place during 
November last. In one instance as much as 73 dols. an acre 
was paid, which is believed to be a record for unimproved 
land. Local farmers who, from their own experience, are 
familiar with the possibilities and anticipate profit from the 
cultivation of an increased acreage, were the purchasers at 
these sales, the average price obtained being in excess of 
30 dols. an acre, and in nearly every case the land brought 
double the upset price. 

No fewer than 313 coal mines were in operation in Alberta 
during 1927, and production for the first eight months ex- 
ceeded that of the corresponding period in 1926 by 450,000 
tons. An increased demand is necessary, and efforts are 
being made to secure from the railway companies a freight 
rate which will enable Alberta coal to be laid down at a 
competitive price with the American product in the “ acute 
fuel area ’’’ of Ontario. An extensive publicity campaign is 
being conducted in Eastern Canada to influence the Federal 
Government to fix a rate at the next session of Parliament

BUILDING: MUNICIPAL FINANCE. 
The building industry has been active, and permits taken 
out in Edmonton for the first ten months of last year repre- 
sented new construction valued at nearly 2,500,000 dols. as 


| compared with a total of about 1,800,000 dols. for the whole 
of 1926. 


Improvement is shown in the financial position of the 


| capital city of Edmonton, the population of which is now 


given as 67,088, or nearly 3,000 more than in 1926. The 


| City’s debt was reduced last year by over 700,000 dols. and 
| now stands at 34,571,585 dols. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


As in other provinces, continuous efforts are being made 
in Alberta to encourage the public to support local indus- 
tries. In Edmonton a small shoe factory has recently com- 


'menced operations and is producing men’s leather shoes. 


Present production is some fifty pairs a day, but the existing 
plant is capable of turning out 300 pairs. In Calgary a large 
four mill constructed by a British firm is now successfully 
in operation, while a biscuit factory employing over fifty 
hands is one of the most recent additions to the City’s indus- 
trial activities. As already mentioned, a manufacturer of 
clothing in Edmonton has found it necessary to increase the 
size Of his factory. This business now affords employment 
for more than 400 operatives, and the daily output exceeds 
250 dozen garments. 


TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Owing to the late spring retail trade was indifferent until 
the prospects of a good crop became assured, when improve- 
ment was manifest. In such lines as clothing, boots and 
shoes, etc., purchasing was stimulated by the early advent 
of cold weather, and trade in most lines has been brisk. 
Dealers in automobiles and trucks (i.e., lorries) have done 
well. According to statistics compiled by a well-known 
commercial enquiry bureau business in Southern Alberta 
for the first ten months of last year showed increases over 
1926 as follows :—Machinery, described as farm implements, 
445 per cent.; automobiles and trucks, 62 per cent.; and farm 
tractors, 70 per cent. In wholesale business improvement is 
general, the increase in stationery being 13 per cent., in 
hardware 11 per cent., groceries 7 per cent., harness and 
saddlery 73 per cent. and clothing 3 per cent. Among 
manufacturing industries, dry goods, furniture and clothing 
all increased 10 per cent. 

While progress is being made in the production of manu- 
factured articles, the prosperity of the Province depends in 
very great measure upon agriculture. In the north, in 
particular, there is yet much scope for the cultivation of 
additional acreage. Apart from its suitability for the pro- 
duction of wheat, the Peace River district has untouched 
natural resources which undoubtedly will be in time a 
source of considerable wealth. The past season has been 
very successful for the agriculturist, whose position is more 
secure than for some years, and it is generally felt that the 
province has entered upon a period of steady progress and 
prosperity, the good effects of which will be felt not only in 
Alberta but throughout the Dominion.

NEW ZEALAND. 





COMPETITIVE IMPORTS IN SEPTEMBER 
QUARTER, 1927. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington has forwarded 
particulars of the more important imports into New Zealand 
during the September quarter of the past year. The

PROGRESS OF THE DAIRYING INDUSTRY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Buenos Aires, in the 
course of his Report on the Commercial, Economic and 
Financial Conditions of the Argentine Republic (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 2s. 6d. net, 2s. 8d. post free), states 
that the butter industry continues to progress and provides 
an export trade of some 30,000 tons annually, practically all 
going to the English market. There was, however, a slight 
falling off in 1927. It is stated that one of the American 
meat packing companies is preparing to enter the trade on 
a large scale. It is proposed to instal in the port of Buenos 
Aires cold storage accommodation for warehousing and 
classification of butter for export, as the want of classifica- 
tion, until the product arrives in London, has been noted 
as a factor in depressing prices for Argentine butter. It is 
desired to organise butter exports under the classification 
of uniform types and factory marks, following the New 
Zealand system, as local conditions will prevent for many 
years the adoption of one uniform type of butter as in the 
case Of Danish butter, Reports from London are to the 
effect that the quality of the Argentine product has im- 
proved in recent years, but that much still remains to be 
done to eliminate ‘‘ Argentine taste.’’ In view of the regu- 
lations which have come into force in the United Kingdom 
against preservatives, it will be necessary to use pasteurised 
cream in the making of butter, as it is found that butter 
made from the finest cream, but without pasteurisation or 
preseryatives, turns rancid in a few days after defreezing. 


Cueese, CASEIN AND EGus. 

The production of cheese suffices to supply local consump- 
tion, but the export trade, which at one time looked pro- 
mising, has disappeared, and there appears to be no imme- 
diate likelihood of competing with Canada for any share of 
the British market. Nevertheless an experimental shipment 
of five tons of cheddar cheese was made to London in 1927 
with promising results. 

Casein is produced for export on an annually increasing 
scale, prices being very remunerative and demand always 
good. The amount exported in 1926 and 1927 was about 
20,000 tons each year. 

Argentina exports fresh eggs from the middle of August 
to the end of November and imports them from the middle 
of April to the end of June. These go almost entirely to 
the United Kingdom and totalled 1,475,124 duzens in 1926. 
The import trade for the year 1926 amounted to 5,768,022 
kilogs. with an approximate trade value of 4,614,416 dollars 
paper. During the year 1927 the approximate import figures 
were 6,062,160 kilogs. with a market value of about 
4,816,000 dollars paper, of which it is estimated that the 
United States supplied 90 per cent., the United Kingdom 
6 per cent., and Italy 3 per cent. The 1927 season was not, 
however, a very successful one from the importers’ point 
of view, owing to the low prices at which they had to sell, 
due mainly to excessive buying. According to reports 
British shipments of fresh eggs to Argentina, all of which 
came from Northern Ireland, were superior in packing, 
quality and size to those shipped from the United States, 
and there is no reason, except price, why a much larger 
share of this trade should not be obtained.

FRANCE. 
DIRECTION OF FOREIGN TRADE. 
(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade with individual coun- 
tries, as summarised in the daily press, show that the value 
of imports from Great Britain during the first eleven months 
of 1927 amounted to 5,820 million francs as against 6,072 
million frs. during the same period of 1926, a decrease ol 
250 million frs. There was a rise in imports from Holland, 
Spain, Argentina and Canada, but a fall in those from all 
other foreign countries separately classified in the Customs 
returns, amounting in the case of Germany to 600 million 
frs., Italy to over 800 million frs., and the United States 
to 880 million frs. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain during the 
first eleven months of last year amounted to 9,279 million 
frs. as against 9,719 million frs., a decrease of 440 million 
- There was a rise in exports ‘to Germany amounting 10 

1,900 million frs., Poland, Sweden and Canada, but a fall 
in those to all other foreign countries separately classified, 
amounting in the case of Belgium and Luxemburg to 1,800 
million frs. and Italy to 600 million frs. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries during 
the first eleven months of last year amounted to 42,146 
million frs. as against 48,027 million frs., a decline of nearly 
6,000 million frs., and that of exports to 42 ,819 million frs. 
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as against 46,078 million frs., a decrease of 3,250 million frs. 
The value of French imports from French colonies and pro- 
tectorates amounted to 5,490 million frs. as against 6,284 
million frs., a fall of close on 800 million frs., and that of 
exports to 7, 385 million frs. as against 8,228 million frs. » a 
decrease of 840 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed a favourable trade ‘balante during the first eleven 
months of the year of 673 million frs. as against an un- 
favourable balance of 1,949 million frs. in the corresponding 
period of last year. ‘Trade with French colonies and pro- 
tectorates showed a favourable balance of 1,895 million frs. 
as against a favourable balance of 1,944 million frs. in the 
first “eleven months of 1926.

The adverse balance of trade has thus been reduced from 
approximately 7,000 million lire for the first eleven months 
of 1926 to 4,424 million lire for the 
period of 1927, a reduction of 36-2 per cent. The situation 
from the standpoint of the balance sheet of international 
payments has therefore distinctly improved. 

Foreign trade with Germany showed a balance at the end 
of September of 238,431,852 lire in Italy’s favour, as against 
a deficit of 551,241 978 lire for the corresponding period of 
1926. Imports from that country have fallen off by 
613,992,588 lire as against a gain of 175, 680,542 lire in Italy’s 
exports to Germany. A comparison of the figures for the 
two periods shows a decline in Italian imports of cotton 
clot (—19-4 million lire), scrap iron (—54-4 million lire), 
and machinery (—176-3 million lire). Coal imports rose 
by 37-1 million lire. Italian exports to Germany have in- 
creased for cheese (+4-1 million lire), rice (+22-1 million 
lire), citrus fruit (+44-9 million lire), wines (+6-1 million 
lire), cotton yarns (+35-9 million lire), raw silk (+47-6 
million lire), artificial silk (+38-9 million lire), marble 
(+10-8 million lire), and in minor amounts for a great 
number of other products. There has been a falling off for 
fresh vegetables (—5-5 million lire), fresh fruit (—34-5 
million lire), eggs (—50-9 million lire). 

The trade deficit with Great Britain for the nine months 
ended 30th September last was 257 million lire as against 
370 million lire for the corresponding period of 1926, 
despile the fact that the major item, coal imports, rose to 
807 million lire in January-September, 1927, from 711 
million lire in the first three quarters of 1926. 


PROMOTION OF Export TRADE. 


The effort to promote Italian export trade is going forward 
steadily and is one of the effective remedies resorted to for 
agricultural and industrial depression. The National Export 
Mark recently adopted for Italian fruit and vegetable pro- 
ducts, both fresh and preserved, will soon be extended to 
rice, hemp and silk, and to other exports for which it is 
desirable to establish standards and grades. While safe- 
yuarding Italian products against the unfair competition of 
edulterated or fraudulent imitations, and guaranteeing the 
importer against dishonest trade practices, this measure will 
Stimulate improved methods of production and more 
especially improved packing and trading practices. 


corresponding . 
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As is well known, Italy depends on her invisible exports 
to settle her trade balance, and among these receipts from 
the tourist trade are an important item. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that during the first ten months 
of 1927 80,000 foreigners landed in Italian ports, most of 
them carried on Italian ships, as compared with 77,000 
during the corresponding period of 1926, a 4 per cent. in- 
crease. Of these 35 per cent. were Americans, 18 per cent. 
British, 16 per cent. Balkans, 8 per cent. Germans, 6 per 
cent. South Americans, 3 per cent. French, the remaining 14 
per cent. being accounted for by sundry countries. Eight 
per cent. travelled in the ‘‘ luxury class,’’ 43 per cent. were 
first class passengers, 27 per cent. second class, and 22 per 
cent. third class. 





LITHUANIA. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER, 1927. 


The British Consul at Kovno reports that during the first 
nine months of 1927 imports into and exports from 
Lithuania amounted in value to 195,247,800 lits and 
179,092,200 lits, as compared with 176,967,400 lits and 
182,956,400 lits respectively in the corresponding period of 
1926. The unfavourable trade balance of over 16 million 
lits during the period under review may be ascribed in 
part to the bad harvest of the previous year and the neces- 
sity of importing foodstuffs. 

The trade situation at the close of last year shows little 
change as compared with 1926, but some check has been 
put on overtrading with inadequate capilal, to which many 
of the unfortunate experiences of the past must be attri- 
buted. With the restriction of credit the commercial dis- 
count rate has fallen appreciably, but is still as high as 
18 to 21 per cent. Failures and compositions during the 
year were mainly among textile firms, and British creditors 
experienced substantial losses in some cases. The outlook 
for 1928 cannot be considered promising but shows some 
slight improvement on the whole. 

It may be stated that although Great Britain takes nearly 
one-quarter of the exports from Lithuania, her share of the 
import trade declined from 8-67 per cent. in 1926 to 6-44 per 
cent. in 1927.

DEVELOPING A WAR-STRICKEN AREA. 


It was some time before the surrender of Abdel Kerim 
in May, 1926, had any repercussion on the economic situa- 
tion as viewed in the light of normal conditions, writes 
Mr. W. L. Bond, Acting British Consul-General at Tangier, 
in his *Report on the Economic and Commercial Conditions 
in the Spanish Zone of Morocco. Not until Octcber was a 
little commercial improvement, principally in _ foodstuffs, 
noticeable. This was reflected in the trade in British cotton 
textiles. Such 1927 figures, however, as are available show 
that there has been real progress made, figures for the first 
six months amounting approximately to three-quarters of 
the 1926 total. 

[EcoNnoMIC DEVELOPMENT : 

With a view to developing the zone the Spanish Pro- 
tectorate authorilies propose to instal model farms near 
Laraiche and Ajdir and experimental farms and _ nursery 
gardens in various parts. They have, in fact, set aside a 
credit of 300,000 pesetas to provide for the establishment of 
free agricultural courses at Laraiche and Melilla, and a 
Moroccan and Colonial Council of Scientific Investigation 
has been created in Madrid. ‘They also propose to proceed 
with the delimitation of the Government lands and _ to 
divide them up into colonisation allotments. 

Other important legislation affecting trade recognises the 
International Postal Convention, abolishes the duty on books 
and paper, prohibits the sale of narcotics, enforces a 
‘** Patente ’’ (licensing) duty for all classes of trade, modifies 
previous regulations regarding the tax on sugar, tea and 
coffee, and establishes a duty on candles. 

The programme of public works includes arrangements 
for the supply of safe drinking water to Tetuan, Laraiche 
and Arzila, the construction of a permanent bridge over the 
Moulouya river and another over the river Luccus, the con- 
struction of public schools, hospitals, prisons, post offices, 
etc., In some of the towns.

A comprehensive plan of road construction is also being 
actively carried out—a necessity for the peaceful develop. 
ment of the Zone. 

It is early yet to forecast the economic future of the zone, 
even its immediate future. It will take some time to 
counteract the effects of fourteen years of continuous war. 
fare and to produce stable economic conditions out of chaos. 
The country outside the towns has been left in a state of 
extreme poverty and the natives in many parts find great 
difficulty in procuring the barest necessities of life. 

It is, however, at least satisfactory that the supreme 
importance of the present juncture and the opportunities 
for the peaceful development of the Zone should be realised, 
but, concludes Mr. Bond, it remains to ‘be seen whether 
effect will be given to the optimistic forecasts made on the 
advent of peace.

FOREIGN TRADE, 1926-27. 
(from the British Consul-General. ) 
BANGKOK. 


Referring to the Port of Bangkok alone, both imports and 
exports reached fresh high records during the past fiscal 
year, the former amounting to approximately 175} million 
ticals, and the latter to 197-6 million ticals, or increases 
over the previous year of 14 million ticals and one million 
ticals respectively. In the peninsular provinces imports at 
21,234,092 licals show an increase of approximately 11 
million ticals, but exports marked a decrease of roughly 
6-5 million ticals, 

The principal increases in imports into the Port of 
Bangkok were bullion and coin, opium, foodstuffs, kerosene 
oil, benzine, machinery, metal manufactures and electrical 
goods. Cotton manufactures fell by roughly 1°66 million 
ticals, a decrease which, however small comparatively, 
should be welcomed by importers who, for the last few 
years, have insistently complained of overtrading in this 
market. 

The amount of rice exported was 50,000 tons less than in 
the previous year, but 162-7 million ticals was realised, as 
compared with 162°6 million ticals in 1925-26. The export 
of tin at 22-4 million ticals, and of teak at 8:2 million ticals 
showed increases of roughly 1 million ticals and 2-6 million 
ticals respectively. Rubber and rubber waste, which for 
1925-26 amounted to 9-9 million ticals, fell 43 million ticals, 
due partly to lower prices and partly to a reduction of 
1-3 million lbs. in the quantity exported. Sticklac exports, 
which for the year 1924-25 totalled over 45,000 piculs valued 
at 3-7 million ticals, dropped to roughly 29,000 piculs 

valued at 1 2/3rd million ticals. 


BALANCE OF TRADE. 


For the five years before 1920-21 the ratio of exports to 
imports in value was about 137 to 100. In that year, owing 
to the unfortunate failure of the rice crop, it fell to 45 to 100. 
For the next five years it was as follows :—1921-22, 123 to 
100; 1922-23, 112 to 100; 1923-24, 126 to 100; 1924- 25, 108 to 
100, and 1925-26, 122 to 100, while for 1926-27 it was 113 to 

There is no doubt that the country’s purchasing power is- 
increasing. At the same time complaints of overtrading 
continue.

FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1927. 


(From the British Legation.) 
BERNE. 


The abnormal expansion of Swiss foreign trade during 
October, 1927, was—not unexpectedly—followed by a set- 
pack in November, the total value of imports into and 
exports from Switzerland falling from 438°4 million francs 
in October ‘to 413°1 million frs. in November, but it is 
interesting to note that, even so, the November figures were 
the second highest on record last year. Imports and exports 
decreased by 14°5 million frs. and 10-8 million frs. respec- 
tively, and with the former at 234-6 million frs. and the 
latter at 178-5 million frs. the excess of imports over exports 
amounted to 56-1 million frs. In other words, exports 
represented 76-1 per cent. of imports, as against 75-6 per 
cent. in October, 82-8 per cent. in September, and a maxi- 
mum of 83°9 per cent. in February. 

Swiss imports during November were characterised chiefly 
by a decline, in comparison with the preceding month, in 
maize, raw silk, wine in barrels, raw wool, grapes, crystal- 
lised sugar, eggs and benzine, and by a rise in respect of 
cereals, copper, coffee, fodder, raw cotton, timber and

It will be seen from the foregoing table that foodstuffs 
were imported to a larger extent in November than in 
October, while all the other principal groups recorded a 
decrease. The reduction in imports was specially marked 
in the case of manufactured goods, and was caused chiefly 
by a falling off of about 10 million frs. in those of motor 
cars, following upon the entry into force on Ist November 
of the higher duties on motor cars. The development of 
Swiss import trade in motor cars during the first eleven 
months of 1927 is shown in the following table :—

RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR OCTOBER, 1927. 


The Ministry of Transport announces that the railway 
statistics for October can be obtained at H.M. Stationery 
Office (price 3s. 6d.). In addition to the usual information 
the volume contains statistics in respect of collection and 
delivery of goods train traffic at selected depéts for four 
weeks in September, 1927. 


REDUCED PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding seaso 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in October, 1927, was 99,124,787, a decrease com- 
pared with October, 1925, of 6,099,406, or 5°8 per cent. The 
journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares increased by 
1,031,868, but the journeys at full fares fell by 7,131,274. 
The receipts from passengers (excluding season ticket 
holders) showed a decrease of £470,928, or 9°2 per cent. If 
the London Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be 
omitted, the figures show a decline in journeys of 7,970,997, 
or 9°6 per cent., and a decrease in receipts of £490,214, or 
10°1 per cent. For all companies the receipts from _pas- 
senger train traffic (including season ticket and parcels and 
miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) 
were £535,852 less than in October, 1925. The coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 46,760, or 0°2 per cent.

DECREASED Goops MOVEMENT. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 27,323,807, a decrease compared with 
October, 1925, of 527,600 tons, or 1:9 per cent. The total 
net ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 2°7 per cent. less 
than in October, 1925. Freight train receipts (less expenses 
of collection and delivery) amounted to £9,376,686, an 
increase of £144,709, or 1°6 per cent. The freight train miles 
run were 153,355 less than in October, 1925, a fall of 1°% 
per cent. The average train load decreased from 130 tons- 
to 1295 tons, and the net ton miles per engine hour from 
433 to 4234.

There was little difference in the total tonnage entered 
and cleared in November as compared with October, a de- 
cline of some 50,000 tons entered with cargo and an increase 
of 45,000 tons cleared with cargo being observed, but as 
against November, 1926, there was an advance of upwards 
of 200,000 tons both in the tonnage entered and cleared. 
British shipping in November amounted to 209 vessels of 
389,802 tons enlered and 221 of 410,451 tons cleared com- 
pared with 244 vessels of 468,584 tons entered and 221 of 
101,879 tons cleared in October. German tonnage totalled 
61,347 tons entered against 687,788 tons in October and

UNITED KINGDOM. 
IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN DECEMBER. 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 559,100 tons of pig-iron were produced jp 
December, as compared with 575,900 tons in November and 
596,300 tons in October. The December output included 
181,200 tons of hematite, 175,400 tons of basic, 161,600 tons 
of foundry and 22,200 tons of forge pig-iron. At the end 
of December there were 149 furnaces in blast, a net decrease 
of six since the beginning of the month. The December 
output brings the total pig-iron production for the year 
to 7,293,600 tons, compared with 2,458,200 tons in 1926 
6,261,700 tons in 1925 and 7,307,400 tons in 1924. 

The production of steel ingots and castings in December 
was 604,900 tons, compared with 698,700 tons in November 
and 699,000 tons in October. The December figure brings 
the total for the year to 9,098,900 tons, compared with 
3,596,100 tons in 1926, 7,385,400 tons in 1925 and 8,201,200 
tons in 1924. The output of steel in 1927 is thus the 
highest attained since the war, just exceeding the output 
for 1920, which amounted to 9,067,300 tons.

MODUS VIVENDI,

UNITED KINGDOM GOODS. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador reports, by telegraph, 
that Notes have been exchanged with the Salvadorean 
Government establishing a modus vivendi, in virtue of which 
the **Minimum ”’ Tariff will be applied to goods 
(riginating in Great Britain and Northern Ireland on 
importation into Salvador. 

[The effect of the modus vivendi is that United Kingdom gcods 
of the following kinds, on importation into the Republic, will 
be entitled to the reduced rates of duty hitherto applied to 
similar goods imported from France, Germany, Belgium, Italy, 
Switzerland, Spain, and the United States. A certificate of 
origin, duly legalised by a Salvadorean Consul, must accompany 
the goods.

PETROLEUM SPIRIT. 





NOTICE TO SHIPOWNERS, SHIPMASTERS 
AND OTHERS. 

The Board of Trade have revised their regulations con- 
cerning the carriage of petroleum spirit on deck in cargo 
ships, and paragraph (d) on page 79 of the ‘‘ Memorandum 
relating to the Carriage of Dangerous Goods and Explosives 
in Ships ’’ will now read :— 

(d) In cargo ships no objection will be raised to the 
carriage on deck of a limited quantity of petroleum spirit 
in steel drums, or substantial tins in cases, provided the 
receptacles are staunch and sound and are so stowed as 
not to interfere with the navigation of the ship, or make 
the vessel unseaworthy. The container must not contain 
more than 50 gallons, and not more than 15 tons may be 
carried on deck in any ship; this restriction does not 
apply to oil tankers. 

Petroleum spirit should be protected from the direct 
rays of the sun, and this can be most effectively accom- 
plished by the use of a canvas awning. See also para- 
graph (f). 

Paragraph (f), which has not been amended, 
follows :— 

(f) In all cases where this class of cargo is carried on 
deck, conspicuous notices shall be posted up drawing 
attention to the danger arising from smoking or striking 
matches near the deck cargo.
